FIFTY-FOURTH CONFERENCE. 

FIRST DAY— WEDNESDAY. 

Baltimore, March 8th, 1882. 

The Maryland Annual Conference of the Methodist Protes- 
tant Church convened in its fifty-fourth session, in Broadway M. 
P. Church, at 9 A. M . 

T. D. Valiant, President, opened the session by reading Psalm 
cxiii.. Revelation v., Hymn 533 ; and offered prayer. 

At the roll-call of ministerial members, the names of T. A. 
Moore, D. N. Gilbert and I. T. Adkins were transferred to the 
Dead Roll on motion of the chairman of the respective Obituary 
committees. 

S. B. Southerland called the Dead Roll, and remarks in memory 
of T. A. Moore were made by D. W. Bates, .1. It. Nichols and J. 
B. Jones. Thursday, 2 P. M., was fixed as the hour for further 
memorial services. 

On motion of B. F. Benson, the Secretary was made Committee 
on Credentials, and the roll of delegates completed. 

On motion of A. D. Murray, it was resolved to hold daily ses- 
sions from 9 A. M. to 4 P. M., with a recess from 12 to 1 P. M. 

The President read his annual report (see Reports, A), and his 
character passed. On motion of J. T. Murray, a Standing Com- 
mittee on President’s Report was ordered, to which the report 
was referred.

Baltimore, March 9th, 1882. 

W. J. Neepier was appointed to take charge of the Tract col- 
lection. 

W. S. Hammond reported account of receipts and expenditures 
for expenses of delegates to the Ecumenical Conference. Also, 
receipts for the payment of the debt on Broadway, which was 
referred, at his request, to a special committee.

Also, on motion of J. J. Murray, a message was sent the Baltimore 
Conference, M. E. Church South. 

The Committee on Western Maryland College returned to Con- 
ference with approval the report of the Special Committee on 
establishing a School of Theology (see Reports, B). 

The motion to adopt the report was discussed until the hour of 
recess, and continued on the reassembling, until a call was made 
and sustained for the yeas and nays, resulting in the adoption 
of the report— yeas, 84; nays, 12. 

Missionary Steward asked instructions and was directed to pay 
the appropriation to N. W. Mission to II. T. Gernhardt, to be by 
him distributed among the proper claimants. 

Committee on Pulpit Supply made report of appointments for 
the Sabbath, which was adopted. 

On motion of E. J. Drinkhouse, a special committee was 
appointed to make nominations for Principal of the School of 
Theology. 

Conference then adjourned. 

FOURTH DAY— SATURDAY. 

Baltimore, March lltb, 1882. 

The report of the Committee on Unfinished Business was taken 
up (see Reports, C), and the resolution of D. W. Bates, laid over 
from last year, relative to an assessment for Superannuates (se© 
Resolutions, 14), was adopted. 
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The report of the Committee on Boundaries was read (see 
Eeports, F) and adopted. 

The report of the Committee on Ministerial Supply Outside of 
the District was read (see Reports, O) and adopted, and the deci- 
sion asked for in the third item was rendered on motion of H. C. 
Cushing, that theie would be no legal difficulty in the way of the 
return of J. J. Murray to Pittsburgh in 1883, should it be desired. 

The report of the (Committee on President’s Iteport was read

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FIFTH DAY— MONDAY. 

Baltimore, March 13th, 1882. 

The President being absent, W. S. Hammond was called to the 
chair. 

The Committee on Finance reported back to the Conference the 
preamble and resolutions of B. F. Benson (see Eesolutions, 17), 
with amendments, and it was adopted, but, by request of B. F. 
Benson, the vote was reconsidered, and the paper laid over for one 
year. 

The report of the Committee on Tract Collection was presented 
(see Financial Keport, 1) and adopted, and the committee instructed 
to pay the money to H. Matthews, Agent. 

The report of the Committee on the- Communication from First 
Church was read (see Keports, \V) and adopted. 

The Committee on OflScial Character reported delinquents, who 
made explanations, and were excused. Conference declaring by 
vote its disapproval of ministers interposing their judgment in 
reference to collections ordered by this body. 

D. W. Bates offered a resolution to combine the appropriations 
for superannuates (see Eesolutions, 6), which was adopted. 

The report of the Committee on Literature was adopted (see 
Eeports, J). 

The report of the Committee on Finance was read (see Ee- 
ports, D, and Financial Eeport, 2), amended, and adopted. 

The Superannuated Fund Steward report amount of collections 
(see Financial Eeport, 1) and disbursements (see Eeports, Bb), which 
was adopted. 

The Committee on Foreign Missions reported (see Eeports, S). 
The report was amended and adopted. 

J. T. M urray presented a resolution from Sub-District No. 7 (see

PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 

To the Members of (he Maryland Annual Conference 

of the Methodist Protestant Church : 

Dear Brethren: At the end of this second year of my executive labors, I 
come to join you in gratitude and praise to our Almighty Father, and our 
gracious Redeemer and Saviour, for the abundant mercy and grace which have 
attended us through the year. We have had seasons 'of depression and sad- 
ness, but many more of triumph and joy. The Master has called borne some 
of our brethren, who, instead of meeting with us in our annual assembly, are 
doubtless “ beholding the King in His beauty,” and enjoying communion with 
the “spirits of the just made perfect.” Their names are added to the list of 
our sainted dead, and their labors foim a part of the unwritten, as well as the 
written, history of our Church. Thomas A. Moore was one of my early min- 
isterial acquaintances. I loved him in youth, and I honored him in maturer 
life. He never ceased his labors, until he ceased to live. David N. Gilbert — 
so young, so hearty, so buoyant in spirits, whose talents for usefulness were 
just being realized— was stricken down in an unexpected moment ! His loss 
was seriously felt. Isaac T. Adkins, though advanced in years, had labored up 
to 1880, when he retired from the active work. “ They rest from their labors, 
and their works do follow them.” 

CHANGES OP APPOINTMENTS. 

Some time in May I released Geo. R. McCready from “Faith Mission,” he 
having secured the consent of his official Board. They also desired to be 
stricken from our list of missions. There was no prospect of a permanent 
organization, without the expenditure of considerable means, which had we 
possessed, could have been employed better elsewhere. Bro. McCready had 
labored zealously, but the location was not promising. He was appointed to 
Anne Arundel Circuit, as the health of Bro. E. W. Starr prevented him from 
accepting an appointment. 

In June Bro. F. C. Klein visited Chester, Pa , and organized a society. A 
mission house, belonging to the Presbyterian Church, was rented, and after a 
few weeks they made application for ministerial supply. I corresponded with 
the President of the Pennsylvania District, and he expressed his inability to 
render them any help, and requested that they be taken under the care of the 
Maryland Conference. Accordingly satisfactory arrangements ivere made 
with Bro. E. O. Ewing to supply the charge. He moved to Chester, and went 
earnestly to work. His success, so far, gives great hope for the future. I 
recommend that it be constituted a mission, with an appropriation. The 
pastor can give fuller information of their present status. 

In October Bro. H. C. Cushing was appointed to Kent Island to fill the 
vacancy occasioned by the death of Bro. Gilbert. 
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WILLI/ MSPORT CHURCH. 

In August I went to Hagerstown to consult with our attorney, Hon. A. K. 
Syester, in reference to our property on Williamsport Circuit. I gave a deed 
for the church at Clear Spring, which had been sold for $300.00 to a colored 
society. Only $50 00 was to be'paid on delivery, the balance in six and twelve 
months. The claim upon the church in Williamsport was still being pressed, 
but suit had not been entered. The claim is illegal, owing to the irregular 
manner in which it was given. Yet as there might be a small claim in equity, 
and that the matter might be amicably arranged, I proposed to relinquish our 
claim on the “Jones’ Fund,” which amounis to $25 per annum, payable only 
on condition that a Methodist Protestant minister occupies the church. 

I made this proposition, from two considerations: 1st. Because the appoint- 
ment is of no practical benefit to us as a church. To preach there three or four 
times in tlie year, only to receive the $25, did not appear to me as fulfilling the 
flesign of the bequest. 2d. To free the Williamspoit Church from debt, and 
thereby prevent a lawsuit, however favorable that suit might be to us, would 
be far better than to hold on to a claim that we could not utilize. Mr. Embrey, 
who holds the claim against the Williamsport property, is also trustee of the 
Jones Fund, which will exp re in a few years, as 1 undei-stood there was only 
some $400 left. I wrote to Mr Syester sometime since for information about 
the matter, but have failed to hear from him since. 1 do not know whether he 
has secured the mortgage or not. Mr. Robert Lemon, the administrator of the 
estate of Peter Light, promised me to see the heirs, and secure a deed of the 
property to the Missionary Society of the Maryland Annhal Conference. My 
object in this was to save any future trouble by reason of any irregularity 
in the election of a Board of Trustees. The property is ours by virtue of the 
will of Peter Lig’^t ; but may be held against all litigation by the Missionary 
Board, and at the same time justify them in making missionary appropriations 
to sustain the appointment. 

BROADWAY CHURCH. 

“The Standing District Committee,” in conjunction with the President of 
the Conference, issued a circular to the various charges of the District, appor- 
tioning the balance due on the monies borrowed for the Broadway claim to 
those charges which had not paid, or which had only paid a small amount. The 
report of the chairman of that committee will show that only a small amount 
was realized, and that those brethren are still carrying a large balance of that 
amount in bank. I trust something will be done at this session to relieve them 
of that embaiTdSsment. 

CHURCHES BUILT. 

There have been six new churches completed this year, and one almost ready 
for dedication. 

Anew church on Sussex Mission, valued at $1,000, on which there is a 
debt of $100; net gain, $900. In August we dedicated a church on Amelia 
Mission, valued at $1,200. A new church has been completed on Clayton 
Circuit, which was begun last year, valued at $1,200. Also a new house at 
Doylstown, on Concord Circuit, valued at $2,000. A very nice house has 
been erected in East Cambridge, in an eligible location, on a lot of ground 
donated by Mr. h'letcher. The property in fee is valued at $2,500, on which 
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there is a claim of $400, leaving a net value of $2,100. The new house at 
Drawbridge, on Dorchester Circuit, is nearly completed. The value, when 
finished, will be $1,000. The elegant improvement at 9th-Street, Washington 
city, has been completed at a cost of $9,000. Fifteen hundred dollars of this 
amount was raised by the congregation, the balance was secured by loan on 
parsonage property. 

PARSONAGES. 

Hampden Station has built a parsonage. Also Milton Circuit. 

The amounts reported for church improvements are incomplete, being only 
$12,046. 

MEMBERS RECEIVED. 

The reports of members received during the year are very imperfect, as some 
of the charges, where the grea*est increase has been, have not reported to me. 
So far the additions given in are 715. 

In obedience to the request of Conference I visited South Carolina in No- 
vember ; was most cordially received and kindly tr. ated. The work under the 
care of Bros. Brown and Washington is in a hopeful state of prosperity. They 
need more laborers in the field. They have some local preachers on the work, 
and 1 suggested the propriety of their being recommended by their Quarterly 
Conference, when they have been fully tried, to this Conference for oiders, and 
that, instead of being subjected to this long travel, a committee be appointed, 
in connection with the President, to examine them, and at their election to 
ordain them, whenever they may give evidence of being properly qualified for 
the work. It is hardly necess try for me here to give a lengthy report of my 
observations there, as I gave a full account in my journal of that visit. Suffice 
it to say, that the work is growing very rapidlv there, and the time is not far 
distant when a respectable Conference may be formed in that State. 

Now, in conclusion, allow me to express my sincere tlianks to the breth- 
ren for their uniform kindness to me in all my travels. I have learned to love 
the ministers of this Conference more than ever. 

There have been much sacrifice and earnest labor put forth to sustain the in- 
terests of the Church, and to secure the salvation of sou's. The greatest im- 
pediment that I can see to the rapid advancement of our inte*ests, is the want 
of financial support. The principles of our polity are gaining favor upon 
every hand, and new openings are constantly occurring. The want of financial 
support aflects us injuriously in two ways : 

1st. It prevents us from occupying places we might occupy, and from giving 
sufficient support to the weak points already occupied. Our home missionary 
fields have become undesirable to ministers who have not the means to aid 
them in their own support. 

2d. Our ministers are so inadequately supported in many places, they become 
burdened with anxiety and care. The salaries of ministers are entirely too low 
in many charges, and often cause embarrassment, which dampens zeal, and 
interferes with their success. I deeply deplore this tendency to retrenchment. 
We want a liberal spirit. The gospel inspires liberality. And wiiile I would 
not have my brethren to make the impression that they are chiefly concerned 
about their salaries, yet I believe that the general interests of the Church 
should be so presented to the congregations, and to such individuals as God has 
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prospered in the world, as to educate them to a higher liberality. “ Covetous- 
ness IS IDOLATRY,” and it must be preached against. 

The following charges are deficient in the assessment for President’s salary :

SCHOOL OF THEOLOGY. 

The undersigned having been appointed by the last Annual Conference to 
“ mature some plan by which Systematic Theology may be taught the graduates 
of Western Maryland College who are preparing for the ministry, and report 
the same to the next session of this Conference,” we respectfully report the 
following : 

We have given the subject careful consideration, and have consulted with 
the Board of Trustees in regular meetings, and with the local committee of the 
College, and as the result, we recommend : 

1. That a department of Theology be established in the College, and a min- 
ister of the Maryland Annual Conference be placed at the head of that depart- 
ment, to be styled the Principal of the School of Theology. 

2. That such members of the Faculty of the College as may be available, and 
as may be necessary to give instruction in the several branches of the schedule 
of studies adopted, be associated with the Principal in the School of Theology. 
And also, if practicable, that the Pastor of the Methodist Protestant Church in 
Westminster be included in the Faculty. These several parties unitedly to 
cons' itute the Faculty of Theology. 

3 That the Principal be appointed at this session of Conference, and the ap- 
pointment being confirmed by the Board of Trustees of the College, he shall at 
once enter upon his duties in such preparatory work as shall enable him to or- 
ganize and commence the course of instruction in the School of Theology at 
the beginning of the Collegiate year in September, 1882. 

4. That a committee be appointed by this Conference, who, together with 
the Principal as chairman, shall prepare a schedule of studies for the School 
of Theology. 

5. That this Conference adopt measures to insure the support of the de- 
partment of Theology. We recommend the following: 

a. That the College Collection ordered by the General Conference, the dispo- 
sition of which is left to the respective Conferences, be by this Conference 
applied to Ihe School of Theology of Western Maryland College; and that we 
solicit the Conferences contiguous to us, and the Southern Conferences to apply 
their College collections to the same purpose. 

b. That we endeavor to secure a pledge from one hundred persons, members 
of this Conference and others, each to give or become responsible for, the sum 
of ten dollars, for the present year, to the support of the department 
of Tluology. 

We further* report, that the students in theology should as soon as practicable 
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be accommodated in a building separate from and contiguous to the College. 
The building of a Divinity Hall is earnestly recommended to the favorable 
consideration of Conference. 

We would also respectfully suggest that the beneficiary students be subject 
to the judgment of some judicious authority, as to their course of instruction, 
under the assistance of the Church. That this authority may determine at 
what stage in their course of’ study they may most advantageously go into the 
t?chool of Theology. This to he determined by the age, mental aptitudes, and 
other peculiarities proper to be considered. Thus, a student may, at the dis- 
cretion of the Faculty of Instruction of the Conference, be entered immediately 
into the School of Theology; or once in the College, he may at any time after 
the first year be transferred to said school. Students entering through the 
Maryland Conference, shall he subject, in this particular, to the discrimination 
of the Faculty of Instruction of the said Conference, based upon the report 
and recommendation of the Principal of the School of Theology. Tliose en- 
tering through other Conferences, subject to a like discrimination on the part 
of the Board of Ministerial Education, to whom the Principal shall report hia 
recommendation.

FINANCE. 

The Committee on Finance respectfully report as follows : 

1st. They have examined the account of J. N. Gilbert, agent of the Presi* 
dent’s Parsonage, and find it correct according to the vouchers. They recom- 
mend the continuance of J. N. Gilbert as agent. 

2d. They report an assessment of $2,176 for the support of the executive 
office for the year 1882. The sum of $2,000 as the salary and traveling ex- 
penses of the President, the remainder to be applied to ground rent, taxes, 
water rent and repair of house and furniture. 

Your committee are gratified at the general acquiescence of the churches in 
the apportionment of the claims of the executive office. It demonstrates their 
appreciation of this important and essential part of our system, and the neces- 
sity of supporting it in a manner comporting with its dignity and efficiency. 
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There have been some requests for abatement, but no material modifications 
could be made without deranging the schedule as a whole. Therefore com- 
mending the past eflor's of the churches to meet this demand, we encourage 
them to continued • fforl to meet it to the full. 

We would also call attention to the authority giveti by Discipline to lay this 
obligation upon the churches ; aud to the fact thai it is done by their eousent 
through the delegates in the Annual Conference Tm se may make proper 
representations before the body and its committee, and when the assessment is 
determined it may not be invalidated by any local officiary. 

A thoughtful consideration of the subject, will show that withholding this 
support as a means of redress for any real or imaginary grievance at the official 
acts of the executive, is striking at the efficiency, independence and integrity 
of the executive office, and to be deprecated as injurious alike to the local 
societies and the general Church. 

We recommend that the following resolution touching; the President’s salary 
be printed in conntetion with the assessments for the current yenr : 

Resohoed^ That tlie failure of the President to viiit any circuit or station, does 
not authorize the said circuit or station to withhold tlie apportionment of the 
President’s salary. 

Rejoined, That this C mfrrence recommend to each superintendent to appor- 
tion the President’s salary t^quifably amotig the appoiiiuuents of his field (»f 
labor, and use his utmost endeavors to collect the same before the annual visit 
of the Presidtnt to his ch.»rge.

FACULTY OF INSTRUCTION. 

1. The examiners of the preparatory department reported favorably upon 
the cases of John M. Gill, Hugh L. Elderdice and Dr. James H. Maynard. 

These brethren were all marked 100, in all the studies upon which they were 
examir cd. 

2. John W. Balderston and .John S. Bowers were marked 100, by all the ex- 
aminers of the First Year, and were passed to the Second Year Class. 

3. Thos. E. Coulbourn, Win F. Roberts, James L. Elderdice and George R. 
McCready were passed to the Third Year. Of these l)rctbren, T. E. Coulbourn 
and J. L. Elderdice were marked 100 by all the examiners before whom they 
appeared. W. F. Roberts and G. R McCready were marked 100 in Watson’s 
Inslitutf'S, Redemption, and also in Doctrines of Christianity; and W. F. Rob- 
erts 100 in Moshei n’s Church History. 

4. D. W. Anstine was marked 100 on Church History and Moral Science. 
A. D. Murray, having been ordained at our last session with the nnderstandiDg 
that he would appear for examiuation at the present session, was marked 100. 
J. L. Leilich was examined on Moral Science, and marked 100. A letter was 
received from Geo. H. McFaden, requesting that his name should be discon- 
tinued on account of serious ill health. Accompanying his letter, we found a 
communication from his physician. We recommend that the request be 
granted. Toe following was passed : 

Resolved, 1 That, Homiletics be added to the Course of Study. 2. That 
“ The Theorv of Preaching,” by Dr. Austin Pnelps, tie the text book. 3 Stu- 
dents of the First Year will be required to read the entire hook 4. That it 
take the place of Powell on Succetsion in the First Year, and that B. F. Benson 
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he the examiner. J. D. Kirz?r will examine on the Second Y^ar from the Ut 
to 20lh chapter inclusive. J. M. Holmes will examine in the Third Year from 
21st chapter to end of volume. 

The attention of students who have passed the First Year is called to this 
book. 

On motion, Butler’s Analogy and Powell on Succession were placed in the 
hands of the same examiner. 

Dr. Drinkhouse tendered his resignation as a member of the Faculty. It 
was accepted, and H. C Cushing was elected to fill the vacancy. 

The following was passed : Recognizing the Bible as tlie book, we introduce 
it into the Course of Study, as follows: 1. All students in the Preparatory 
Department will be required to prepare a synopsis of the New Testament, of 
at least twenty pages of letter paper. 

First-Year students will be required to prepire the same number of pages 
upon that part of the Scriptures embraced in the books from Genesis to Pcalms. 
Second-Year students will be expected to furnish the same number of pages 
upon the books from Psalms to the close of the Old Testament. Students of 
the Third Year will be expected to furnish proof of careful study of the whole 
Word of God in a paper of not less than the number of pages above named. 
The following are the examiners in this department : J. T. Lassell, Preparatory. 
First Year, Dr. J. T. Ward ; Second Year, E. R. McGregor; Third Year, J. 
M. Holmes. 

“ The Contrast,” by Dr. L. W. Bates, was added to the course of study in 
the preparatory department, and connected with Constitution and Discipline 
of M. P. Church.

BOUNDARIES. 

The Committee on Boundaries, having carefully considered the papers and 
applications referred to them, take leave to report as follows : 

1st. On the application of Oxford appointment, Talbot Circuit, to be consti- 
tuted a station, they report that, in their judgment, it would be inexpedient to 
grant the request. 

2d. On the application of the Quarterly Conference of Whaleyville Circuit, 
they recommend concurrence in the request made, to divide the circuit into 
two separate circuits, to be called respectively Pittsville and Powellsville. 

3d. On the petition of Indian River Hundred, they recommend that this 
territory be recognized as a mission, without pecuniary dependence upon the 
Conference. 

4th. On the application of Campbell and Southside Circuits, they recommend 
the granting of the joint request of these circuits, that they be practically one 
circuit for the ensuing Conference year, to be supplied by one unmarried 
preacher, and that Tyreanna Mission be left unsupplied for the ensuing year 
under the supervision of Lynchburg Station. 

5th. On the application of the Quarterly Conference of Dorchester Circuit, 
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respecting a division of the circuit, they recommend that the prayer of the 
petitioners be granted, and that a married minister be sent to Dorchester and 
Preston Circuits, respectively, and an unmarried minister be assigned to Cam- 
bridge Circuit.

LITERATURE. 

The Committee on Literature would respectfully report, in regard to Thb 
Methodist Pkotestant and Baltimore Book Concern, that they have care- 
fully examined Rev. Dr. Drinkhouse’s report to the Conference, which was re- 
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ferred to them, and find much therein to encourage and cheer the hearts of all 
who are interested in these important Church enterprises. It is stated that the 
financial condition is better than for a number of years past, that the stock is 
worth $6,479.78, and that there is an actual cash surplus, partly invested, of 
$2,491, clear of all liabilities, not including merchandise, etc. The large cash 
surplus is attributed, in great measure, to the enforcement of the prepayment 
plan under instructions from the “ Board of Publication,” and in accord with 
the views of the Conference. 

The circulation of The Methodist Protestant, although not so large as 
twelve months ago, because of the enforcement of the prepayment plan, is be- 
lieved to be on a more reliable basis. Paying subscriptions have come in at an 
average rate of one hundred per month, and the prospect is that this average 
will be increased for the future. 

The plan recommended by the Conference of 1881, reducing the price of the 
paper to $2 per annum, under an implied pledge of one thousand new sub- 
scribers, was adopted as soon as the requisite authority of the ‘‘ Board of Pub- 
lication” could be obtained, and the pastors were at once advised of the same 
and furnished with copies of the paper for gratuitous distribution to aid them 
in canvassing their fields of labor for new subscribers. The result has been 
very successful in so far as earnest effort has been put forth. One pastor has 
already sent in 60 new subscribers, another 23, another 11, and about twenty 
others have reported favorably; but a large number, it must be presumed, have 
made little, if any, effort to make good the pledge of or\£ thousand new sub- 
scribers. The Editor’s calculation is, that the increase thus far is only about 
one-third of the promised number, but he has reason to believe that, as this 
increase was obtained from fields by no means more promising than other fields 
that have not been so faithfully canvassed, it only needs the proper effort on 
these fields to make good at a very early day the pledge of the one thousand 
new subscribers. Your committee would, therefore, earnestly recommend such 
action on the part of the Conference as may secure the general co-operation of 
the pastors. 

The editor and publisher expresses his sense of special indebtedness to Rev. 
Dr. Webster, Rev. J. D. Kinzer, Bro. N. T. Meginnis and Miss Mary E. Frame 
for helpful and valuable service in the Sunday school literature. The circulation 
of the Bible School Series, published in five forms, is now about thirty-five 
thousand copies. Still there are Sunday schools, even within the Maryland 
Conference bounds, that have not yet adopted for use our Sunday school papers. 
Your committee, being satisfied that these schools cannot be better supplied than 
by our own Book Concern, neither as to the character and intrinsic merits 
of the literature nor as to price, recommend that the Conference emphasize the 
duty of all the pastors to see to the introduction of our own S. S. papers in all 
our Sunday-schools. 

The new Hymnal, entitled ” The Tribute of Praise and Methodist Protestant 
Hymn-book,” recently adopted by the Hymn-book Committee of the General 
Conference, is in course of publication, and will be on sale at an early day by 
the agent, Bro. W. J. C. Dulauy. We recommend that the Conference pass 
suitable resolutions of approval of this publication, and urging the propriety 
of its speedy introduction in all our churches. 
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We aleo recommend that the CaDference advise the purchase of books from 
Bro, W. J. 0. Dulany, agent, in preference to others, terms being satisfactory, 
because of the indirect pecuniary interest of the Methodist Protestant Church 
in the success of said agent.

8ABBA.TH SCHOOLS. 

Your Committee on Sabbath Schools beg leave to report that while great and 
permanent good has been accomplished by this important adjunct of the Church 
during the year, and that while the future is full of hope, yet we deem it 
necessary to call attention to some facts, which, in a measure, defeat the chief 
object of this institution. Namely : 

1. The introduction of books of a pernicious character into our libraries. 

3. The custom which obtains in certain rural districts of closing scho{.l 3 
during the winter. 

We, however, learn with pleasure that the above evils have materially dimin- 
ished during the year, and we desire to k^p this matter before the Church till 
it becomes a thing of the past. 

3. We can but regard the too common practice of nlieving the children of 

our schools from attendance upon the services of the sanctuary as one 

fraught with great mischief, and as a cu>>toiu vvhich we shou'd labor to cornet. 
In this connection we most earnestly recommend that parents, teachers and 
superintendents act in concert with the pist«>r to secure this end. 

4. We observe with dtep regret that the Sunday school is, in too many 
instances, regarded as a sabsiitute f»r family government, discipline and over- 
sight, w Inch God and nature have taught ns should be exercised by parents 
themselves. This impression we should earnestly seek to remove. 

5 Belitung that much of the work done at former sessions of this Conference hoLs 
failed to a^mplish tbe desired results toe t^eem it a mutter of wisdom to adoise that 
it be made obligatory upon pastors to bring these resolutions to the attention of the 
Bundoy schools of their respective charges^ and in every prudent way urge tJiem to be 
governed thereby. 

We further submit the following : 1. That as it has become the custom at camp- 
meeiings to devote a portion of the time to the children, we hail this as a step 
in the right direction, and recommend that this custom be perpetuated. 2. We 
learn, with deep regret, that there is great laxity on the part of superintendents 
and officers in allowing the introduction <»f theatrical performances into our 
Sunday schools, and trust that all lovers of Christ will use their influence to 
place such pernicious practices under ban. 3 It is with great pleasure we 
learn that most of our Sunday-schools use our own literature, and hope that 
pastors will urge schools under their supervision, which do not patronize it, to 
do likewise. 4. In conclusion, bs it resoWeJ that pastors arrange with super- 
inieudents to hold special meetings, to which the members of the church shall be 
particularly invited, that the church may be brought into closer connection 
with this important work.

TEMPERANCE. 

Your committee are liappy to report that the Temperance cause, in its aspect 
both as a religious and civil question, is making substantial progress within the 
bounds of this Conference, and also in many other parts of our common cmm- 
try. The great moral wrong of the legalized trsflic, the glaring inconsistency 
of all direct and indirect countenance and support thereof by professing Chris- 
tians, and the religious duty of total abstinence for personal safety and good 
example, are principles which are deepening in their hold upon the Christian 
conscience, and widening in their influence and power upon the public mind. 
Prohibitory law, following upon the heels of temperance conquests, render them 
secure and permanent. The crime breeding and soul-destroying traffic in in- 
toxicating beverages has been banished by law from ten counties of the State 
by the enforcement of prohibitory laws, and it is believed that the n notion of 
license will be submitted to five more by the present Legislature Thus the 
law of the land is fidlowing the advances of a correct and healthy public senti- 
ment, and establishing it on a solid foundation. 

Your committee respectfully recommend the adoption of the following 
resolutions : 

1. That the time has come for the Church to take a bold and uncompromising 
stand against the traffic in alcoholic liquors, and to put forth extraordinary 
(fforts for its overthrow ; that the pastors in this Conference are urged to great 
activity in creating and supporting temperance sentiment. 

2. That Sunday-school superintendents and teachers are requested to give 
special attention to the instruction of the children of the Church in the facts, 
doctrines and principles of temperance as found in the Word of God. 

3. That we recognize the Maryland State Temperance Alliance as a grand 
and honored agency of the temperance work of this State, worthy to command 
the sympathy, aid and cooperation of our pastors and people; also that we 
recognize the “Woman’s Christian Temperance Union” as a valuable 
auxiliary, doing a good work, and we bid it God-speed.

WESTERN MARYLAND COLLEGE. 

The Committee on Western Maryland College beg leave to report, that we 
have examined all the papers and statements from the President of the College, 
the Educational Endowment Society, and other sources. Your committee, in 
view of the importance of communicating to the Maryland District and the 
Church at large, full and accurate information as to the present status of the 
College as an educational institution, and as to the College debt and its liquida- 
tion under the plan endorsed by this Conference, submit as their report the 
report of the President of the College, as herewith appended, and the Educa- 
tional Endowment Society. 

We have been governed in this determination by the fact that we find it im- 
practicable to give the full and accurate information which is desired by any 
condensation of these reports. They are therefore submitted for publication in 
the Minutes. 
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Your committee further report, that the collection for College pnrpopes, and 
ordered by the Conference for the past year to be used in liquidating the Col- 
lege debt, amounts in the aggregate to $337.31. The items according to sta- 
tions and circuits will be found in the Conference Steward’s report. 

We recommend that, in view of the establishment of the Theological School, 
and the importance of its financial support, independently of the College re- 
ceipts, the College collections for the ensuing year be devoted to the support of 
the Theological School, and that the pastors be enjoined to emphasize this ob- 
ject, when they make this collection.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRESIDE^^T OP WESTERN MARYLAND ‘ 

COLLEGE. 

To the President and Members of the Maryland Annual Conference, in Session at 
Broadway Church, Baltimore, March, 1882 : 

Respected Brethren : I have the honor and pleasure of reporting, that 
Western Maryland College, which is under your fostering care, has. since my 
last report to you, been in a more prosperous condition than ever before. The 
number of students enrolled during the Collegiate year ending June, 1881, was 
126; since the beginning of the current Collegiate year, there have been en- 
rolled, up to this time, 136. Nearly all our students are from localities within 
the bounds of your Conference jurisdiction, and I think a large number of 
them were attracted to the College by the favorable representations of members 
of your body. I am sure that your influence for the institution is powerful 
and important, and therefore respectfully ask the continuance «f kind exertion 
on the part of all the ministers and lay delegates of the churches for the support 
of the College so long as its work may appear to them satisfactory and worthy 
of commendation. 

The aid which has been received from the State Legislature for several years 
has been of great service to the College, in return for which the College has, I 
think, rendered great service to the Slate, in educating young men and women, 
who, 1 trust, will become very useful, especially as citizens and teachers. Al- 
ready a number of State scholars have finished the course with us, and are 
successfully engaged in teaching, and of the Class to graduate in June next— 
nineteen in number — nearly half are State scholars, and will become teachers, 
at least for the period stipulated in their acceptance of the scholarships. 

The number of students who contemplate devoting their lives to the ministry 
of the Gospel is two more than last year, namely, fourteen; and six of the 
number are receiving aid, in the way of loans on easy conditions, from the 
“ Board of Ministerial Education of the Methodist Protestant Church.” These 
young brethren were all recommended as proper persons to receive such aid by 
the Maryland Annual Conference. I will communicate to your committee ail 
required particular information as to these brethren, only stating in this report 
the ger^eral fact that they have all proved themselves worthy of the aid afforded 
them. The studies they have been pursuing are almost entirely those of the 
regular College curriculum. Our experience in the years during which we 
have endeavored to give students of this class some training having special 
reference to the ministry, additional to instruction in literature, science and the 
classics, has fully convinced us of the indispensable necessity of an important 
change in this department of our work; particularly, it has convinced us that 
it is utterly impracticable to carry students through even the most limited 
theological course, with any satisfactory degree of success, at the same time 
that they are pursuing the regular College course. Our present conviction is, 
that we need a special department for theological training, into which students 
may enter and pursue the theological course, either devoting all the time to it ; 
or else, if any other studies are pursued by them, that those studies be subordi- 
nate, and not as now the principal ones pursued. The committee appointed at 
your last session and a similar committee appointed by the Board of Trustees 
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of the College have had this whole subject under consideration, and will no 
doubt submit to you the results ot their deliberations, which I sincerely hope 
will lead to such action on your part as will secure advantages in the College 
superior to any it could hitherto give as to the preparation ot y<mog men tor 
the ministry. And I am sure that the Church at large will appreciate anything 
you may do in this connection, and co operate in carrying out such plan as you 
may adopt; for this i^ the feature of our College work iu wliich the Church is 
most deeply interested. I am persuaded that the friends of the College within 
the bounds of the Methodist Protestant Church, if not in the Maryland Con- 
ference alone, would freely and speedily contribute funds sufficient for making 
really efficient a Theological Department in connection with thes College, and 
for aiding young men who may need aid to have the advantages thereof. Many 
who have contributed liberally toward the support of the institution in its gen- 
eral work, would, I have no doubt, gladly add contributions to this special end, 
and many more would contribute to this that could not be induced to help 
otherwise. 

The widening influence of the College makes it very important that we 
should have additional buildings, but it can hardly be expected that the Confer- 
ence should (aside from what may be necessary in the Tneological Department) 
initiate steps for the supply of tljis need. 1 trust there will be developed such 
liberality among citizens of Carroll county and of Western Maryland (who 
certainly ought to be specially interested in this matter) to put up all the build- 
ings needed.

MARYLAND EDUCATIONAL ENDOWMENT SOCIETY. 

The Directors of “ The Maryland Educational Endowment Society of the 
Methodist Protestant Church of Baltimore City,” respectfully repoit that, iu 
cooperation with the Board of Trustees of the Western Maryland College, 
they have carried out the plan for liquidating the College debt to the extent 
hereinafter stated. 

The plan, as we understood it, contemplated the raising by subscription on 
notes beniing interest in the name of this Society, through the agency of Rev. 
J. B. Walker, a sum stated in round numbers at $25,000, or so much thereof as 
might be necessary to relieve the College property of all liens and moitgages, 
so as to secure it to the M<ithndist Protestant Church through this Society, by 
its virtual transfer, so that the subscriptions made on the plan should be so 
secured tb&t there would be no possibility of default, said subscriptions to be 
payable only when in the judgment of the College Trustees a sufficient sum 
had been secured to remove all the liens and mortgages from the College prop- 
erty. Accordingly at a meeting of the Board of Trustees of Western Mary- 
land College, the following exhibit was made, and that it may be plain to the 
Conference we give an abstract from the minutes themselves : 

Abstract of Minutes op Board op Trustees for June 15-16, 1881. 

After hearing the reports oi the Ijocal Board and College Agent, it was 

Resolved, That a committee of three be appointed to consider the best method 
to hdopt, and the earliest period that can be named, for the liquidation of the 
College debt, as based upon the reports of the Local Board and the College 
Agent.

In making this statement, the committee have thrown out $1,250 of subscrip- 
tions of the total of $4,665, marked good by the Agent, and. have taken no ac- 
count of $1,057 which he reports as hopeful. 

The supplement to the statement of the Local Committee shows that the 
earnings of the College for the past year were $3,431.48 in excess of the current 
expenses and interest upon the debt. 

\Ve have reason to believe that the earnings, in excess of expenses, for the 
cominer year will be equal to those of the past year, to which will be added 
about $1,000 of interest, the payment of which will be saved to the Board in 
the settlement herein provided for. 

These two items would aggregate the sum of $3 431 48, and constitute the 
excess of earnings by the College for the coming year, and would liquidate the 
item of $3,403.80, being the 15 per cent, of debt remaining at present unpaid ; 
taking no account of the item of $592 43 in statement, nor of the amount of 10 
cents per member, assessed by the Mar viand Annual Conference for College 
purposes, an aggregate, say of from $1,200 to $1,500.

The proposition to accept 85 per cent, of their claims was submitted to the 
creditors, the principals being present at the meeting, and without dissent they’’ 
agreed so to release their mortgages. 

On the presentation of these tacts to our Society we were satisfied that the 
conditions of the plan for liquidating the debt could be complied with, and 
agreed to meet the 85 per cent, out of subscriptions in cash then in baud to our 
credit, and thereby secure to our Society a transfer of the College properly to 
us, free of all incumbrance, as we believed that to be theot-jcctive of the Annual 
Conference in endorsing the plan on which the subscriptions were raised. Ac- 
cordingly, l)y previous appointment, we met at Westminster. Md., the Board 
of Trustees of the College, and cheques were drawn by our Treasurer, Luther 
,T. (iox. f'lr the following sums : .Tohn Smith, $8,57428; Isaac C. Baile, $1,288.59 ; 
.T W. Heriog, Cashier Union National Bank, $1,700; Geo. R. Gehr, Cashier 
First National Bank, to pay note of Yingling and others, borrowed on College 
account. $1,275 ; W. A. Cunningham, Cashier Farmers and Mechanics’ Bank, 
$595; E. A. Grimes for claim ot Edward Lynch, $4i0; J. W. Hering for lien 
claims of David Engler, Jas. W. Beacham and J, Reifsnider, $677.12. 

The balance in our bands was then paid to the Treasurer of Western Mary- 
land College to cover, as far as it would go, the floating indebtedness. 

In consideration of the foregoing cheques and the former indebtedness of said 
Board of College Trustees to this Society, the Board of Trustees of the West- 
ern Maryland College executed a mortgage note for $24,800, with interest pay- 
able annually, which note was passed to the Treasurer of this Society, Luther 
J. Cox. The mortgage deed was recorded, and is now in our possession. 
Thus the Church through this Society, the creature of the Maryland Amuial 
Conference and absolutely under its direction and control, is secured beyond 
all peradventure in the sum of $24,300, and covers all monies contributed 
and used for the benefit of the College, not only on the plan for liquidating the 
debt, known as the Walker plan, but the previous liens lifted by us by other 
assessments made upon the* Maryland District, and all other monies ever con- 
tributed by our Cburcli through its membership towards the College. 

A small floating debt remains unsecured, except by notes of the Trustees, for 
which the property in no event could be made liable, of $2,452 82. This debt 
will remain in part because of a default on the part of subscribers to the Wal- 
ker plan to the amount of $1,852 48. 

The situation in brief, then, is as follows: The College property is ours by 
deed of mortgage for the sum of $24,300. No further debt can therefore be in- 
curred for which the College property could be bound without the consent of 
the Endowment Society holding the mortgage, or that of this Conference, to 
which it is amenable. The floating debt not secured, except by note of College 
Trustees, will be so far liquidated, that by the next College Commencement in 
June proximo, it will be kss than $2,500, unless there be further shrinkage 
of estimated receipts. Bearing in mind that the College is more than meeting 
its own current expenses, the Trustees believe this sum to be easily manageable.

FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

The work of the Foreign Mission agencies of the Church during the year has 
been attended with gratifying success. The Board reports about forty girls and 
boys in the Yokohama mission under the charge of two resident lady niii-siou- 
aries. It is proposed to make special and immediate eflFort to secure a Home 
for this mission, a suitable property valued at |12,OOD being in view ; and also 
to send an ordained minister to have general oversight of the work in .Japan. 
To accomplish these purposes during the year is not impracticable, if a just 
sense of their importance be entertained by the Church and ministry. 

2 . The assessment levied upon the Maryland District by the Board of Mis- 
sions for the ensuing year is $1,800. The pastors of the various charges are 
urged to inform themselves and their congregations as to the merits and neces- 
sities of this great work now agitating the Church throughout the world as 
never before; and by zealously raising this assessment, by appropriate services 
and the quarterly collections in the Sunday schools, by occasional sermons and 
by the distribution of proper literature, do their utmost to enkindle an enthusi 
asm heretofore unfelt in our communion to perform that part in evangelizing 
the pagan world that our age and strength as a denomination demand, and for 
which the opportunity is now open in the Providence of God. 

3. The Conference heartily reaffirms its endorsement of the \yoman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society of the general Church, recognizing to how great an extent 
past success has been due to its labor and how much depends upon it for the 
fulfillment of hopes for the future, we commend it to the generous encourage- 
ment of the Board, bid it God speed in the Master’s dear name, and invoke the 
prayers and help of the whole Church in its behalf. 

4. In response to the action of the last Conference, the ladies named in its 
request met in St. John’s Church, Baltimore, April, 1881, and organized the 
Maryland Conference Branch of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. 
President, Mrs. J. T. Murray; Vice Presidents — Mrs. Zollickoffer, Mrs. Starr, 
and Mrs. Jones; Recording Secretary, Miss Jane R. Roberts; Corresponding 
Secretary, Mrs. A. R. O’Brien; Treasurer, Mrs. E. Tyler; Auditor, Mrs. C. A. 
Benjamin, and a Board of Managers. 

During the year this Society made request of the various pastors to create 
local societies ; this was done in but seven instances in the entire District. Tne 
ebllections of the Society amounted to $151.09, its expenses $34.06. The ready 
response of these ladies to Conference request, their zealous interest and cour- 
ageous purpose in the face of small encouragement cannot be too warmly com- 
mended, nor too earnestly emulated. In many charges much can be done in 
the name of woman’s work for women that cannot be done in the name of any 
other means to Christianize the world. If this main purpose did no'- justify 
ardor in this action, it should be enough that it affords a sphere where the in- 
tense but too often unemployed devotion of Christian women can be thrown 
into work, that must be the most wholesome schooling for their own piety and 
that they can feel to be of great and vital moment to the cause of Christ. It is 
necessary that the pastors take the initiative and lend their continual encour- 
agement if such societies are to be established. 

It may be well to state further, that while the Discipline enjoins that the 
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Woman’s Missionary Society in its methods of raising funds shall in no way 
interfere with the collections to be taken in the churches and schools for the 
Board of Missions, yet these bodies are both equally recognized, honored agen- 
cies of the Church, and their monies are appropriated in the present state of 
the mission work to the same purposes. 

In conclusion, the committee recommend the adoption of the following reso- 
lution : 

Reisolvid, That it be made the duty of the President to see that pastors attend 
to the duties specified in the foregoing, and in the report of the Committee on 
Foreign Missions made to the last Annual Conference.

MINISTERIAL EDUCATION. 

Your committee, to whom was referred the subject of Ministerial Education, 
would report the following for adoption : 

We are happy to learn from the last annual report of the Board, and other 
sources of information, that the work committed to its care is being carried 
forward vigorously under the plan adopted by the General Conference. 

During the year which ended June last, the Board had in its treasury the 
sum of $3,227.58, of which $600.66 was contributed by the Maryland Annual 
Conference. We also learn that during the present year there are about forty 
candidates for tlie ministry at Adrian and Western Maryland Colleges — twenty- 
eight at the former and twelve at the latter. Of these, fourteen are being aided 
by the Board— eight of whom are at Adrian and six at Western Maryland. 
The amount required to meet the obligations of the Board to these young men 
is $200 per month, besides other necessary expenses. Several of these candi- 
dates will complete their literary course in June next, and some of them will 
apply for work at their approaching Conferences, while others desire to remain 
at the Colleges, and to pursue their studies further in the department of theology. 

The Board renews its request for an appropriation from each Annual Confer- 
' ence of at least an average of 10 cents per member for the present year. 

We are pleased to learn that much care is being taken by the Board in placing 
the names of candidates on their roll of beneficiaries, and that faithful reports 
are required of the Faculty of each of the Colleges at the end of each term, 
showing the standing of each candidate for piety, scholarship, oratorical gifts, 
etc.; and in the event the report is not satisfactory, no further appropriation of 
money is made. The Board continues to urge the Conferences to exercise 
much care in the selection of candidates, that not only the truly worthy may 
receive assistance, but such as possess talents and gifts that promise success 
after they reach the ministry. The Board greatly desires, as far as possible, to 
aid young men in the last part of their course, so as to get them into the field 
as early as possible and with the smallest expenditure. 

Your committee take great pleasure in endorsing the present movement for 
giving a more thorough course of theological studies in our Colleges, and re- 
commend that, as far as possible, our young men be encouraged to remain and 
make full preparation for their work in this department. In conclusion we 
offer the following resolutions for adoption : 

1st. That it is cause for sincere gratitude that God is calling so many of our 
young men to the work of the ministry. 
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2d. That this Conference hereby renews its former pledges of co operation 
and support to this important work, and that the Secretary be directed to place 
in tabular form in the printed Minutes the desired apportionment of 10 cents 
per member opposite the name of each charge, as was done last year. 

3d. That our pastors frequently present the importance of this cause to the 
people, that they may become more intelligent on the subject, and more fully 
prepared to give it their support. Also that each one bring up the full assess- 
ment for the coming year if possible. 

4th. That the Corresponding Secretary of the Board, Rev. J. B. Walker, be 
afforded opporluiiity to address the Conference on the subject.

Yt)ur committee congratulate the Conference on the cheering intelligence of 
peace and prosperity, both temporal and spiritual, brought from all parts of the I 

District by the Executive. Six new houses of worship have been built or been 
brought near completion during the past Conference year. More than $12,000 
have been expended on church improvements. Two new parsonages have 
been added to the list. New charges have been organized, and our membership 
increased by 714 additions. 

Your committee note with recommendations the following items : ; 

1. We endorse the President’s recommendation that the new charge at Ches- • 

ter. Pa., be brought to the attention of the Missionary Committee, to ascertain | 

its needs and provide for them. 

2. We approve of the President’s course in regard to the Williamsport 
Church, and recommend that its affairs be left under his advisement and man- 
agement until consummated.

4. We endorse the President’s recommendation that a committee, of which 

the Executive shall be chairman, be appointed to examine certain local preach- 
ers on the South Carolina work at the end of a specified period of preparatory i 

study, and, if qualified, ordain them elders. ■ 

5. We call the practical attention of the Conference to the impediments noted 
by the President in the way of the more rapid progress of our work. One, 
the inadequate financial support of many of our preachers, and especially those 
in the missionary work. The other, the want of a liberal spirit on the part of 
very many of our members in ministerial support. 

6. Your committee call the serious attention of the Conference to the delin- 

quent list on the President’s salary, which argues not penury on the part of the 
charges, nor dereliction of duty on the part of the President, but moral quali- 
ties which we recommend your venerable body to determine, and devise means j 

to prevent in future this violation of sacred vows. *

That we as a Conference deeply sympathize with them in their 
embarrassed condition, and earnestly recommend them to the confidence and 
sympathy of all who will voluntarily contribute to their relief. 

That we request the pastor to seek help fiir them from abroad, 
or wherever in his judgment it can be properly obtained.

We call upon every good citizen to denounce the evil, and the Congress of the 
United States, by the enactment of such additional laws as may be necessary, 
and by the exclusion of polygamists from places of public trust, to put the seal 
of its emphatic condemnation upon the vile iniquity.

REV. THOMAS ASBURY MOORE 

Was born in Sussex county, Del., January 14th, 1824; converted at a camp- 
meeting held by Kev. L. A. Collins,, at the New Hope appointment on old Sus- 
sex Circuit, in 1840. His earnest devotion, exemplary conduct and developed 
talent soon attracted the attention of the Church, and, as an evidence of their 
appreciation, soon licensed him to preach, and afterward recommended him to 
the Maryland Annual Conference to be enrolled among its itinerant ministers. 
He was received at the Conference of 1845, and appointed to Newtown Circuit; 
in 1846 to Cambridge Circuit; in 18-1-7 to Talbot Circuit; in 1848 to Union Cir- 
cuit. In 1849, his health becoming impaired, he retired from the active work, 
taking an unstationed relation, which he held until 1854, when he applied again 
to be numbered among his brethren of the Conference, to occupy the relation 
of supernumerary assistant. This was in direct opposition to the views of a 
majority of Conference, but such was their confidence in and afi’ection for him 
that he was received. Towards the close of Conference the demand for minis- 
ters was so pressing that he consented to be appointed to Sussex Circuit. This 
position he held until 1857, when he took and occupied a supernumerary rela- 
tion for two years. In 1859 he was again appointed pastor of Sussex Circuit. 
In 1860 his health compelled him to decline an active relation to the Confer- 
ence, and he was again appointed supernumerary assistant, mostly on fields oi 
labor adjoining his native county, except two years he served in that relation 
Salem Station, Philadelphia. In 1872 he again returned to his native county 
and State, occupying the relation of supernumerary assistant to different 
charges until his departure for the heavenly world. 

Bro. Moore was ordained in 1847, and married in November of the same 
year. After some years of a happy matrimonial life, the partner of bis joys 
and toils left him for the society of the blessed. In 1869 he again entered the 
matrimonial state with the widowed sister of his former wife, to whom during 
her widowhood he acted the part of a friend, and a father to her fatherless 
children. The maiden name of these two estimable ladies was Malony, step- 
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daughters of Rev. Wm. Morgan, M. D., a well known unstationed minister of 
Sussex Circuit. 

In July 2d, 1881, he laid aside his cares and toils and entered into rest. He 
was sick but four da)"s. Such was the character and severity of the disease 
that he was unable to give expression to his feelings, leaving Ins devoted life 
and Cliristian integrity to testify f >r him. “Blessed are the dead who die in 
the Lord.” The funeral sermon was preached by Hev. C. S. Arnett from 1 
Thess. iv. 18— Revs. J. E. T. Ewell, M. D., J. H. Ellegood and J. E. Nichol- 
son joining in the services, amid the throng of sorrowing friends and weeping 
relatives. 

Bro. Moore leaves a widow and three sons to mourn his loss. As a preacher 
he was not eloquent, his throat atfection proitibited it, but he jvas sensible and 
earnest. His devotion to tlie cause of Christ and the Church of his choice 
could not be questioned. When occupying a supernumerary relation he taxed 
his strength and energy to the utmost. Milton Circuit owes its existence to 
his, wisdom, prudence and energy. He was a safe adviser, a prudent couns< lor, 
a liberal contributor, an atfable companion, a firm and reliatfie friend. Few 
men commanded the confidence and atfection of those with whom tl>ey were 
associated more than he. and especially in the town and vicinity where he lived 
and was best known. In tlie business relations of life he took an active part, 
and w\as frequently called upon to fill offices of trust and responsibility, and 
always to the satisfaction of the parties and with credit to himself 

In "the death of Bro. Moore the Church has met with a great loss, and espe- 
cially in Sussex county, Delaware. 

REV. DAVID N. GILBERT. 

David Norwood Gilbert was born in Harford county, Maryland, on the 10th 
of February, 1851, and raised under the saving influences of a Christian home. 
A boy always has a good start in life when he is blessed with true Christian 
parents. 

He was led by the Holy Spirit to publicly consecrate himself to the love and 
service of God at a meeting held at Havre de Grace in the M. E. Church, by the 
Rev. C. P. Thomas, in the year 1809, and he there l>egan his journey toward his 
Father’s House, which he reached August loth, 18SI He entered Western 
Mar>land College in the year 1871 and left it in 1873 to join the Maryland 
Annual Conference. In 1873 he was appointed assistant on Queen Anne’s 
Circuit: in 1874 he served in the same capacity on Cecil ; and in 1875, on Anne 
Arundel. In 1870 he was appointed superintendent of Pocomoke Circuit; in 
1877 he was sent to Prince William. During this >eai’ he was married to Ida 
R., daughter of Thomas J. and Mary M. Hayiiian, of Wicomico county, 
Maryland. In 1878 he was appninted toQuantico; reappointed in 1879. and 
again in 1880 ; in 1881 he was sent to Kent Island, where he remained until the 
Master called him to higher and holier service in His presence His deatli was 
caused by inflammation of the bowe’s, superinduced by what is technically 
known as iatu»nnsctption. 

In his life and work the Church has met with a grand success ; for she called 
him in his youth, controlled him in his manhood, enlisted his powers of mind 
and body in all her enterprises, conducted him to a safe and peaceful death, and 
has sent him home to be wiili Christ after life’s labors are ended. Her object is 
accomplished. Her triumph is complete. 8he is satisfied. Of course his* 
friends mourn his absence and the Church feels her need of his work, and his 
ministerial brethren will sadly miss him at the Conference ; but all these feelings 
should be buried in the glorious fact that, if we loved him, we vrould rejoice 
because he has gone to the Father. We will not think of him as dead. 4 here* 
is something too gloomy and sid about death to be associated in the mind with 
David N. Gilbert. The mental p'eture shall not be the pale face in the coffin, 
but as we saw him last Spring at Cumberland ; and our picture is a laughing 
picture of health which shall never fade nor grow dim with yeare Bro. Gilbert 
possessed by nature an uninterrupted flow, or rather overflow, of spirits which 
he did not desire to restrain, but which found vent in continued cheerfulness 
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and innocent mirth. Men are as they are born. Religion only changes them 
from sin to holiness, leaving the groundwork of the character and disposition 
the same He was born with a social, fun-loving, laughing nature, which his 
religion did not destroy, but simply kept in proper bounds. He was a delight- 
ful companion, for his cheerfulness was contagious, and no one could be sad 
where he was. Possessed of a keeoi sense for the ridiculous, a retentive memory, 
and a ready utterance, the group of which he was the centre was a very lively 
group. Of the more important elements of character, the most prominent in 
him was independence. He possessed a strong will, was not easily influenced, 
generally followed his own counsel, and was willing others should do the same. 
There was no taint of toadyism, no fear of what others thought or said, nor 
thought of man-worship in his composition. A public man may be a little too 
regardless of public opinion for his own good and the good of the cause he 
rei)resents ; and this, we think, was a tailing at times with him ; but a failing 
for which we could not love him less, and which would have entirely dis- 
appeared as years and experience increased. These two elements of character, 
mirthfulness and independence, exposed him at times to the unfavorable criti- 
cism of persons who think a minister should be always serious and generally 
subservient. To such persons he was an enigma when he entered the pulpit, 
for there he was a changed man. His gayety was gone, his manner was impres- 
sive, his words and spirit earnest, his sermons clear. Scriptural, forcible, and 
spiritual, which were not only entertaining to the generality of his hearers, but 
food and drink to the more spiritual members of his congregation. These 
things we personally know to be true, and as his friends, wish to “ Honor him 
with truth, if not with praise.” In looking back over his life and character, as 
seen by his friends, we can truly say David N. Gilbert was a manly man, a sin- 
cere, open-hearted friend ; a man who tried to please God and benefit his fellows ; 
a delightful companion, a good preacher, an earnest Christian, who has finished 
his work on earth and gone home to God. In the last hour of his life, when 
mortification had taken place and the power of speech was gone, a friend asked 
him if he could testify for Jesus by raising his hand ; with a great effort he raised 
his hand for Jesus and then suddenly dropped it upon the bed, and soon all was 
over. This was his last sermon— only a gesture— the hand raised for Jesus ; 
but it pointed toward heaven, w^here we expect to meet him when life’s labors 
are o’er and we shall discover with joy that the dead-roll of our Conference is a 
correct transcript of one page in the Lamb’s book of Life. 

Sister Gilbert, in her early widowhood, with her two little children, will have 
the sympathy and prayers of a large circle of friends. 

The funeral services were held at Wesley Chapel, on Susquehanna Circuit, in 
the midst of his family and the friends of his youth, and were conducted by Rer. 
D. McF. Thompson. 

REV. ISAAC TUNNELL ADKINS 

Was the son of Stanton Adkins, of Worcester county, Md., and was born 
February 1, 1809. He was converted to God in his 17th year, at a camp-meet- 
ing held near the Maryland line, in Sussex county, Del., in October, 1826, and 
united with the M. E. Church. 

His father died while he was young, and his opportunities of education in 
early life were very limited, so that all his attainments in this respect were the 
result of his own industry and application in after life. In a manuscript, writ- 
ten by himself, now lying before me— from which most of the facts in this pa- 
per have been gleaned— he says : “What education I haw I received from God 
by prayer and a faithful application of my mind to hard study while burning 
the candle until midnig^it and after on many occasions, with what little leisure 
time I could get in the daytime. In this way I struggled on, studying and 
■cultivating my mind the best! could under the circurastances, until 18§5, when 
I was received into the Philadelphia Conference (M. E. C.) on trial, and sent to 
Dorchester Circuit with Rev. Daniel Lambden. He was kind to me, and so 
were all the friends, many of whom long since, I have no doubt, have gone to 
4he ‘ better land,’ where I hope by grace to meet them.” 

In 1836 he traveled Talbot Circuit, and in 1837 Accomac Circuit, in Virginia. 

4 
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The following year he did not travel. Why, it is not stated ; but in 1839 he 
was again in the field, and traveled Worcester Mission. He did not travel again 
until 1844, when he was appointed to Georgetown Circuit, in his native county. 
From this time he remained in a local sphere until 1848, wlien he was sent to 
Annamessex Circuit, and the following year again to Worcester. Here he 
dropped out of the regular work, and did not travel again until 1857, when, 
for a short time, he labored on Milton Circuit, and the following year was sent 
to Snow Hill Circuit. 

This closed up his itinerancy in the M. E. Church, although, as he himself 
says, he continued to labor on the Sabbath, “ about as regularly” as the itine- 
rant preachers. “ In this way,” he further says, “ I continued to exercise my- 
self until the war was inaugurated, and the Philadelphia Conference passed 
resolutions indorsing the war, and pledged their prayers, &c., to carry it on, 
when 1 withdrew in February [1863, I suppose, although it is not stated] after 
a membership of 36 years. 1 remained out of church -fdlowshp until July 
[following], when I united with the Methodist Protestant Church.” 

In 1865 he commenced his itinerant career in the Methodist Protestant Church, 
and continued the work, with the exception of one year, up to 1878, during 
which he traveled the following charges, viz: Millsborough, one year; Tyas- 
kin, one year ; Low^er Sussex, two years ; Milton, one year ; Heathsville, two 
years; Accomac, two years; Chincoteague, two years; Potomac, one year. 
In the Spring of 1879, his health failing him, he was placed, by vote of Confer- 
ence, on the superannuated list ; and his health continuing feeble, he did not 
return again to the active work. 

In July last he was attacked with bilious fever, which in a short time took 
on the form of typhoid malaria, and for twelve weary weeks he lingered, some- 
times hopeful of recovery, and then worse again. Finally paralysis super- 
vened, affecting the left side, and then involving the brain, rendering him en- 
tirely insensible for five days and nights, when death came to his relief. 

He died at his own residence in Sussex county, Del., October 19, 1S81. Bro. 
J. S. Leilich officiated at his funeral, preaching from Heb. iv. 9, after which he 
was laid in the family burying ground — his dust to mingle with the kindred 
dust already gathered there. 

Bro. Adkins was a deeply pious man, humble and unobtrusive in his manner, 
and of a sweet, tender spirit that always impressed you with the thought, how 
near he lived to the blessed Saviour, and how well he copied his beautiful ex- 
ample. He was an acceptable preacher, industrious and devoted to the duties 
of his high calling, and always improved his work. His sorrowing companion, 
in a letter to the writer, says of him: “A more conscientious Christian I never 
knew. He needed no dying testimony, for he left a living one. His works did 
not die when he died ; but are as bread cast upon the waters, that shall be 
gathered after many days.” He leaves a wife and seven children to mourn his 
loss. May God in mercy comfort the stricken ones— especially the lone widow 
—and may they all meet again where parting is no more ! Amen 1
